ECUADOR.
IMPENDING CIVIL WAR.

Since tho withdrawal of tho Peruvian forces from
Guayaquil the prospect of civil war has ticcome mora and
more Imminent. General Artutco had orderod hie troops
back to Guayaquil, from the Interior, as be saw be had no
hope of success, and declared bis Intention of openingthe campaign in May. Bat the government of Quito havingordered General Maldonado to relieve the city of Cuenca,which was in the bands Aranco's soldiers, the latterhaa recently ordered 600 men to proceed there to reinforcehis garrison at that place. He has published a
taruio by which all persons suspected of having anything
to do with the government at Quito shaD be tried by .court martial.
